What is claimed is: 

An exchanging device for a flat knitting machine in 
which one end of a needle bed is provided with a magazine 
having a large number of yarn guiding small nuts and a 
corresponding number of bearing members associated with 
the yarn guiding small nuts, each of the bearing members 
being movable from a resting state to a handover state, 
and the yarn guiding small nut supported by the bearing 
member in this handover state is taken over by a carriage 
moving away from the magazine upon an advancing movement, 
and handed over again to the bearing member by the 
magazine upon a returning movement, wherein 
(a) each of the bearing members (15, 16, 17, and 18) 
provided in mutual arrangement in a longitudinal direction 
of the magazine is loaded by at least one spring for 
bringing the bearing members from the resting state (Fig, 
2 and Fig, 3) to a handover position (Fig. 4) and 
furthermore, provided is a shoulder portion (65) acting 
for the returning movement from the handover state to the 
resting state of the bearing member upon the returning 
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movement of the carriage (5) in which movement a portion 
(66) on the carriage (5) passes through the magazine (12), 
and 

(b) other than a previously selecting member (19) which is 
spring-loaded by each of the bearing members, a first 
locking member (20) and a second locking member (21) are 
dependent ly provided and furthermore, a latch pawl (32) 
which is uniformly spring-loaded is provided, and in this 
case, 

(ba) on this latch pawl (32) is formed a bossing portion 
(33) which goes beyond a holding teeth (53) of each of the 
previously selecting members (19) which is made to move 
from a resting state to an acting state against spring 
resistance, whereby this latch pawl is brought to a non- 
acting state on each of the previously selecting members, 
which is in another given acting state, and 

(bb) when the belonging first locking member (20) 
independently borne is brought to an acting state thereof, 
the belonging first locking member (20) moves against 
resistance of at least one belonging spring (48), and a 
bossing portion (49) formed on this locking member stops 
to hold the belonging bearing member, whereby the 
previously selecting member (19) is constituted so as to 
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obtain a preparation state for hanging and detachment, and 
(be) the second locking member (21) formed as a two-arm 
lever is borne by each of the belonging bearing members 
(15 to 18) and spring-loaded, and on one of the arm (58) 
is formed a locking bossing member (59) and by this 
bossing member, the second locking member (21) holds a 
portion of the belonging first locking member (20) in an 
acting state thereof, and 

(c) provided is a hanging and detaching comb-shaped member 
(38) which is made to move in the longitudinal direction 
of the magazine by a portion (67) provided on the carriage 
(5) not until the carriage passes through a portion of a 
last path of the returning movement inside the magazine, 
and in this case, this hanging and detaching comb-shaped 
member subsequently acts on a second locking arm (62) of 
the second locking member (21) by a series of teeth (41) 
so that the locking bossing portion (59) is brought to a 
non-acting state, whereby the bearing member which has 
been previously in a hanging and detaching state is 
released for a movement into the handover state. 
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
